The New York Times is disposed to treat the 
settlement which Jay Gould made with the Erie 
Railroad Company as a means whereby Mr. 
Gould escaped the just punishment for his for- 
mer fraudulent transactions. Speaking of the

Jay Gould,” the Times asks: “Is not this con- 
donation almost as bad for the financial honor 
of the community as the original thieving of 
Gould himself?“ We think not. In the first 
place, we fail to see how the settlement can be 
properly called a “ condonation,” implying that 
the Erie managers had made some agreement 
that they would not prosecute Gould criminally 
in case the latter would pay them a certain 
amount of money. This is the first intimation 
that Mr. Gould was arrested on a criminal suit. 
Mr. Watson, the President of the Erie Railroad, 
sued Mr. Gould for some $9,000,000 worth of 
property, which, he claimed, Gould unlawfully 
retained from the Erie Company to Whom it be- 
longed. Gould virtually acknowledged the jus- 
tice of the claim by offering to turn in property, 
the cash value of which was $7,000,000, 
and the actual value of which 
to the Erie Railroad Company is said to be 
$9,000,000, or the full amount of the claim. In 
accepting this property, Mr. Wateon avoided all 
the risks MH New York lawsuit, saved the inter- 
est in the value of the claim, and secured the 
present advantage of an increased valuein Erie 
stock. As the purpose of the Erie Company was 
to recover what belonged to it, and not to pun- 
ish Gould for any offence against good morals 
of which he may have been guilty, the settle- 
ment was 4 strong stroke of financial policy.
